Woolworth To Retire 


From School District 


After 40 years of service in the 
Albany schools, the resignation 
of Wm. G., Woolworth was ac- 
| cepted by the Board of Education 
at its meeting of March 7, 1972. 

In commenting on the June 29 
resignation for purposes of re 
tirement, Board President Robert 
Nehls said: “I have known Mr. 
Woolworth for 20 years and value 
his friendship and his ‘help to the 
Board, and appreciate his untir- 
ing efforts, not only to the School 
District but to the community, 
he will be sorely missed.” Mr. 
Nehls requested that Mr. Wool- 
worth's letter of resignation be 
made public through the Albany 
Times. 

Starting as a teacher at Cor- 
nell School in 1932, Bill Wool- 
worth has held positions of re- 
sponsibility in the schools includ- 
ing teaching at Albany High, 
principal of Cornell School, assist- 
ant superintendent during World 
War II, as well as head of adult 
education and since 1946, Director 
of Instruction. 

“Bill has given outstanding, 
dedicated and skillful leadership 
in his responsibility for the in- 
structional program in the Al- 
bany schools,” Superintendent 
Kenneth M, Forry stated. ‘‘I con- 
sider it a rare privilege to be 
associated with Mr. Woolworth 
for nearly 15 years.”

Gentlemen: 


After 40 years of service with 
the Albany Schools and having 
reached retirement age, I am sub-

We must assess the tacts in| 
this case, because there isa three | 
thousand dollar scholarship, plus | 
many other honors, that are con- 
cerned in the issue.
